A MURDERER. 


Frank Parks Will Now Have 


to Answer That Charge* 


County Solicitor Matthews Arrives and 


Takes Charge of the Case, 


Coroner Ham of South Berwick Holding Inquest 


Today-Reporters Excluded, 


Charles Trefethen oi Kittery Talks Too Much and is 


rested on Suspicion-r-Is Released This Morning.

tin: Elvira Tarlton, the victim of Frank 
Parks, died at her borne early in the 
afternoon and Kittery'e fiend incarnate 
will now have to answer to tee charge 
of murder, foul and bratal. 


Before she lost consciousness for the 


last time she conversed with her son, 
Mr. Seth Sterling, for several miautee. 
She told him that after Parks had en- 
tered the house he choked her and then 
threatened to kill her if she did not 
give him all the money she had. 


This frightened her so that she took 


down a small black walnut box con- 
taining a little over twenty dollars and 
gave him. The small box was still ly 
ing on the table in the kitchen on Toes- 
day evening .when a Herald represen- 
tative called at the house. 


Mrs. 
Tarltoa soon relapsed into nn- 


consciouness again, which ended in her 
death as above stated.

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The County Takes Up The Caae. 
County Attorney William B. Mat- 


thews of Berwick arrived in the town 
on the FJjing Yankee, accompanied by 
Coroner Freeman C. Ham of South Ber- 
wick. 
They were quickly driven to the uouae 


where the crime was committed and 
took charge of the affairs at once. 


The work r>f empanelling a jury was 


the first thing on the docket and the 
following gentlemen were sworn in to 
serve on the same: Daniel A. Hal), Na- 
thaniel Milliken, Isaac Lambett, John 
W. Green, Elroy Cottle and Moses A. 
Safford, all of Kittery. 


The jury then viewed the remains, 


which still lay on tha conch m the 
kitchen, where the crinia was commit- 
ted. 


It was a weird sight and one that will 


not be forgotten in a hurry by those 
who were in tbe little room. 


Undertaker Ham of this city held a 


small kerosene lamp, which threw out a 
dim and uncertain light, while the six 
jurymen went silently about their work 
of examining all tha gruesome details 
in the little ten by twelve kitchen. The 
bloody butcher knife, which is one of 
tie implements it is thought that Parks 
used when ho committed bis awful as- 
sault on the old lndy, still lay on the 
floor back of tbe lounge, and was care- 
fully examined by the jury. 


After thoroughly examining every lit 


tie detail in the room and getting, every 
scrap of evidence, the jury proceeded to 
tbe sitting room and looked that over. 
The window where Parks made bis es- 
cape from the house was pointed out 
and County Attorney Matthews ordered 
Constable Perkins to have the sash re- 
moved just as it was and kept for evi- 
dence. 


The bloody butcher knife, and the 


remnants of the bottle which was also 
used in |the murderous assault, were 
carefully done np aud placed in the 
hands of the constable. 


After tbe house had been thoroughly 


gone over, Coroner Ham adjourned the 
ease until this Wednesday morning at 
•even o'clock at the town lock-up. 


The names of all the witnesaes were 


given to tbe county attorney and. they 
will be examined today.

The authorities are following up a 


clue which is likely to mult in another 
arrest being made today. A certain 
party who was seen with Parks on the 
afternoon ha committed thfe crime has 
been closely watched since. Tuesday 
morning he came to this city, where be 
got pretty well intoxicated. He seemed 
to have plenty of money, and after 
spending the forenoon in town returned 
home across the Portsmouth bridge. 


There is a theory which has been ad 


vanced by many, among them being 
Constable Perkins, that Parks, after he 
had committed the deed and secured 
the twenty dollars, met his pard in the 
woods somewhere and gave him the 
money. 


When the prisoner was searched not 


a cent was found on his person and he 
surely did not get a chance to spend it.

Daughter Beada*the Awful News 


in the Papers. 


Mrs. Tarlton's daughter, Mrs. Charles 


Rollins, who lives iu Haverhill, was 
telegraphed to come here soon after the 
crime was discovered, but was not told 
what had happened. She took the 
first train on Tuesday morning for 
Newbnryport, where she had to wait 
over an hour for a train to this city. 
While iu the waiting room there she 
heard some ladies talking of tbe horri- 
ble crime committed iu Kittery. Be- 
coming interested in the matter, but 
never suspecting the truth, ehe pur- 
chased a Boston paper. What was her 
horror to see in big headlines of the 
brntal assault committed on her aged 
and beloved mother? What anguish 
must she have gone though while wait- 
ing for the train on the journey, hop 
ing that it was some terrible mistake or 
that it was not near so bad as pictured? 
She .arrived at the old homestead in 
time to seo her mother before she 
breathed her last, but was never rec- 
ognized. 


The other daughter from Fort Schny- 


ler, N, T., was'also called home, aud 
was expected on the Pullman on Tues 
day evening. It was a sad gathering of 
these children of an honored and be 
loved mother and they have the heart- 
felt sympathy of everyone in this vi 
cinity. 


Trefethen Arrested and Released. 
Charles Trefethen, who was with 


Parks on the day that the awful crime 
was committed, was arrested about 9.30 
latt evening by Constable Perkins, and 
placed ia the lockup for safe keeping 
over night. 


Tim morning he was given a strict 


exaiainatun by the connty attorney, 
but as it was found that Trefethen had 
nothing whatever to do with the etfme,

Williams, cne of the first men to enter 
the house after tbe terrible deed was 
committed, and who saw Parks come 
out through tbe window and run up tbe 
street; Mrs. McDaffie, of Rochester, 
who is living at Mr. Seth Sterling's 
home, son of Mrs. Tarlton, the victim; 
James K. Boardmw, the brave young 
mtn who assisted in tbe capture of 


j Parks; Seth Sterling, tbe grief stricken 
eon of Mrs. Tarlton; Charles Trefetheo, 
who was with Parks on tbe day of the 
murder, and George W. Parks, father 
of the assaeein. 


County Attorney Matthews adjourned 


the inquest until Saturday next at eleven 
o'clock, when the remainder of the wit- 
nesses will be examined, and returned 
to his home in Saco on tbe ten o'clock 
train. Coroner Freeman Ham of South 
Berwick went to his home this after- 
noon. 


Frank Parks will be brought to Kit- 


tery next Saturday from the Alfred jail 
when he will be re-arraigned on the 
charge of murder. 


NOTES. 


It is learned that Monday Parks speut 


tbe afternoon with a man known t» 
Jammer Trefethen, and that Parks 'met 
Samuel Johnson at Kittery Junction 
and licked him until he gave him SI to 
atop. He also tried to have a fight with 
Station Agent Damon at the Junction, 
but Damon kept in his office aw$y from 
him. 


Parks has never been known to have 


done but a half day's work, aud yet he 
has always had plenty of money. 
At 


one time, when chickens were beit g 
stolen all about town, be was detecUd 
by a young man named Sterling, grand- 
son of Mrs-Tarlton; who had him ar- 
rested and he served time for it.

Senator Lodge Addresses His 


Senatorial Colleague*.

Wawalncton. Jan. 24.— When the senate 


convened today Mr. Gallincer. through 
a reaolutton which be bad pawed, inti- 
mated that there micbt be a scandal in 
connection with the manacement of tb« 
Washington asylum of this city, the re- 
sponsibility for which be frankly placed 
at the doora of conaren. The resolution 
which be offered and which waa pasted 
provide* for an investigation of the asy- 
lum by the committee on District of Co- 
lumbia. 


Mr. DaUlncer said there were 8tt in- 


aaates of the institute. In the workhouse 
for males there were 2U bunks and 314 
inmates. He deemed the situation to be 
a disgrace to Washington and calculated 
to brine reproach upon cons* ress. 


As Mr. Lodge (Mass.) was about to 


take the floor to deliver bis speech upon 
the policy of expansion, his colleague. 
Mr. Hoar, noted the absence of a quorum. 
A roll call developed the presence of 47 
senators. 


Mr. Lodge then addressed the senate. 


His delivery was forceful and earnest, 
and his address beld the attention of 
both senators and occupants of the gal- 
leries throughout. 


In connection with these resolutions 


two questions have been raised, one of 
constitutional law and one of public 
policy. The constitutional questions are 
many, and the hypothetical situations 
which have been Imagined ' with such 
ingenuity as tests of the constitution are 
almost countless. 


I believe that the United States has 


the undoubted power to acquire territory 
and to hold and govern it. I am ready 
to admit, if necessary, that action in 
these directions must be taken for con- 
stitutional purposes, but the constitu- 
tionality of the purposes must be deter- 
mined by congress Itself through its 
majority. I believe that the power of 
the United States in any territory or 
possession outside of the United States 
in any territory or possession outside 
the limits of the states themselves is ab 
solute, with the single exception of the 
limitation placed upon such outsltie pos- 
sessions by the 13th amendment. 


After the cession of Louisiana Con- 
gress placed in the hands of the presi- 
dent absolute authority, as absolute as 
that enjoyed by the king of Spain or the 
first consul of France, over that terri 
tory and its inhabitants. 


In 1821 it was proposed In congress to 


insert in the act establishing a temporary 
government for Florida an amendment 
{prescribing that: Nothing should be 
done in the Floridas incompatible with 
the constitution and laws of the United 
States. 


The amendment was voted down and 


the bill passed giving absolute pow er t< 
the president. 


In our territorial bills, and In that fo: 


the organization of Hawaii, now pend 
ing, provision is made for extending thi 
constitution to the territory In question. 
Without a legislative act the constitut 
tion does not extend to the territories 
or other possessions of the United States 
outside the limits of the states them 
•elves. 


I will not enter into any discussion of 


the Dred-Scot decision, which has been 
so admirably dealt with by the senator 
from Ohio. I was brought up to believe 
that no greater injury was ever attempt- 
ed against the supreme court than when, 
for political reasons, that decision was 
forced upon it. I was also brought rip 
to believe that the famous obiter dictum 
of Chief Justice Taney was as bad in law 
«s it was wrong in politics and inhuman 
in doctrine, I am not very old, but that 
is a belief which I am too old to unlearn 
now. 


Constitutions do not make people; peo- 


ple make constitutions. Our constitution 
is great and admirable, because the men 
men who made it were so, and the people 
who ratified it and have lived under it 
were and are brave, intelligent and lov- 
ers of liberty. There la a higher sanc- 
tion and a surer protection to life and 
liberty, to the right of speech and tWal 
by jury, to justice and humanity, in the 
traditions, the beliefs, the habits of 
mind, and the character of the American 
people than any which can be afforded 
by any constitution, no matter howe 
widely drawn. If the American people 
were disposed to tyranny"; Injustice and 
oppression 'a constitution would offer 
but a temporary barrier, .to their ambi- 
tions, and T w revereWb for the const!-' 
tution and for law and Justice grows but 
of the fact that the American people be- 
lieve in freedom and humanity, in equal 
justice to aljlihieriJandiin-eauAlVights 
before the laxv ; and ivhils they so be- 
lieve the great doctrines 'of 'tjhe Declara- 
tion of Independence and of the constitu- 
tion will nevtfr b£ in peril; • -

Suppose we ratify the treaty. The 


Island* pass from tbe posaeasion of Spain 
Into our possession without commuting 
us to any policy. I believe we can bj? 
trusted as a people to deal honestly and 
Justly with th* islands and their Inhabi- 
tants thus given to our car*-. 'I believe 
that we shall nave tb« wisdom nut to at- 
tempt to incorporate those islands with 
our body politic, or make their inhabi- 
tants part of our citixenship. or set their 
labor aloni«Ue of ours, and within our 
tariff to compete In any industry with 
American workinrmen. I believe that 
we shall have the courage not to depart 
from those islands fearfully, timidly and 
unworthily, and leave them to anarchy 
among'-'themselves, to the brief and 
bloody domination of some self-consti- 
tuted dictator and to the quick conquest 
of other powers, who will have no hesi- 
tation as we should feel in crushing them 
into subjection by harsh and repressive 
methods. It is for us to decide the des- 
tiny of the Philippines, not for Europe, 
and we can do it alone and without as* 
sistamr. I believe that we shall have 
tbe ability to restore peace and order in 
these islands and give to their people an 
opportunity for self-government and 
for freedom under the protecting shield 
of the United States until tbe time shall 
come when they are able to stand alone, 
If such a thing be possible, and if they 
do not themselves desire to remain un- 
der our protectlo/i. 


During the campaign of last autumn, 


I aaid in many speeches to the people of 
my state that I could never assent to 
hand those islands back to Spain; that.! 
wanted no subject racen and no vai 
states; but that we had by the fortunes 
of war assumed a great responsibility 
in the Philippines; that we ought to meet 
it, and that we ought to give those peo- 
ple an opportunity for f r^tedom, for peace 
and for self government; that we ought 
to protect them from the rapacity of 
other nations, and seek to uplift those 
whom we had freed. From those views 
I have never swerved, and I believed 
then, as I believe now, that they met 
with the approbation of an overwhel- 
ming majority of the people of Massa- 
chusetts. The only step I can now see 
to take is to ratify the treaty, for in that 
way alone we can take the islands from 
Spain and, give ourselves an opportunity 
to deal with them and bring peace and 
freedom to their inhabitants. 


Take now the other alternative. Sup- 


pose we reject the treaty, or strike out 
the clause relating to the Philippines. 
That will hand the islands back to Spain, 
and I cannot conceive that any Ameri- 
can should be willing to do that. Sup- 
pose we. reject the treaty, what follows? 
Let us look at it practically. We con- 
tinue the state of war. At the same time 
we repudiate the president and his ac- 
tion before the whole world; and the 
repudiation of the president in such a 
matter as this is the humiliation of the 
United States in the eyes of civilized 
mankind. 


The president cannot be sent back 


across the Atlantic in the person of Ms 
commissioners, hat In hand, to say to 
Spain, with bated breath, "I am here in 
obedience to the mandate of a minority 
of one-third of the senate, to tell you 
that we have been too victorious, and 
that you have yielded us too much, and 
that I am very sorry that I took the Phil- 
ippines from you." 


I do not.think that any American pres- 


ident would do that, or that any Ameri- 
can would wish him to. 


By rejecting the treaty we renew the 
state of war. The protocol is but the 
agreement of the commander-in-chief. 
When the treaty fails, it could be torn 
to pieces- but \vhether it is thrown aside 
or not, still we are in a state of war, and 
the subjects of Spam, among whom are 
numbered today the Filipinos, would be 
the enemies of the United States by all 
the laws of nations. There, then, would 
be the president with the country at war 
•vylth Spain, armed with the war power, 
which he can use unchecked as the com- 
mander-ln-chief of the army ancl navy. 
The treaty commits the disposition of 
the Philippine Islands to congress and to 
the ways and practices of peace. Its re- 
jection leaves them In the sole power of 
the president, subject to the usages and 
practices of war alone.

Mr. Clay (Ga,), one of the Democratic 


senators who expect to vote for the rati- 
fication of the treaty of peace^then ad- 
dressed the senate on the general ques- 
tion of territorial expansion. He made 
it very clear that nothing should be al- 
lowed to stand in the way of prompt 
ratification, but that this government 
should hold out to the Filipinos the same 
promise of ultimate independence that 
are held out to the Cubans. 


• Mr. Clay began by expressing: the opin- 
ion that had it been declared at the be- 
ginning, of the war that it was the pur- 
pose of this country to conquer, acquire 
and annex the Philippine islands, the 
proposition would not have had half a 
dozen' votes in the senate. He 'believed 
that' the suggestion of possible acquisi- 
tion and annexation of the Philippine 
islands as a natural result of the war 
would have prevented the passage of the 
war resolution by congress. Discussing 
^f urthef the purposes of the war, he quot- 


ed President McKlnley's message 
tf> 


congress, declaring it the duty of this 
government fco assist the people of Cuba 
to build up a government that 1« free and 
Independent, and asked why should not 
some declarations be made with regard 
jtqth* people of the Philippines. 
j (tti* responsibility Is in our hands and 
We «^ust meet it in a practical, common 
Unejf way. 
1 W admittfd th<> righj ,of fin* gpvwn- 
ment to acquire tlu- Philippines and to

longing to the United States, but he con-

tory, either mainland op ti*land* in the 
s|a,*nd govern the people of such terri- 
tory without constitutional limitations. 
He said: "If we acquir* this foreign 
territory we must deal with the popula- 
tion In the tame manner end in the tame 
constitutional way we have dealt with 
territorial form* of government hereto- 
fore. We cannot have and maintain one 
form of f 3v«rnment for cltlsena of the 


United States and another form of gov- 
ernment for a subjugated race. Sub- 
jects are unknown to our form of govern- 
ment. The inhabitants of these islands 
were the subjects of Spam until they 
were called to us. When we assumed 
sovereignty over these islamls. we ex- 
pect allegiance from th* Filipinos to our 
government, and if we ^Kpectallegiance 
at their hands then \\*.y are they not 
entitled to all the rights and privileges of 
citizens of the United States. 


Mr. Clay described the islands and 


their inhabitants, contending that there 
can be no hope of American communi- 
ties being built up in that territory ca- 
pable of statshood. 


About the only sure result of an at- 


tempt to maintain government in the 
Philippines M hich he could see was that 
it would involve us in futuie %\ars w<th 
foreign governments. He said. "We 
want to continue our friendly commer- 
cial relations with all of them. We w ant 
no territory or population liable and like- 
ly to involve us in complications \\hich 
may lead to w ar with any of these po\\ - 
ers." 


Mr. Clay said he thought an attempt 


ta fasten on the Filipinos a goverr»nent 
\vithout plain and unmistakable assur- 
ances o! ult'ir.ate independence must 
lead to bloody, cruel and expensive war. 
He maintained that free rations cannot 
govern subject provinces. Tho war Is 
over, said Mr. Clay, and we find these 
islands on our hands. We cannot escape 
the responsibility of some equitable, 
just and right disposition of them. The 
American people would never consent 
either to give the islands back to Spam, 
eell them to some European government, 
or force a government upon them against 
their will and without their consent. 
The only thing left to do is to aid and 
direct the people of these islands to form 
a government for themselves. A happy 
solution of the present complicated sit- 
uation would be a just, benevolent and 
humane government, created by the peo 
pie of the Philippine islands under the 
temporary direction and with the tem- 
porary assistance of this government—a 
Philippine government whose independ- 
ence should be recognized just as soon 
as it is found capable of performing all 
international obligations. We have de- 
clared our purpose of assisting the Cu- 
bans to the speedy accomplishment of 
that end; why should we deny that prom- 
ise to the people of the Philippines, \vho 
have made the same struggle for their 
independence, and who, through the aid 
and assistance of our government, now 
find themselves freed from the yoke of 
Spanish oppressJon? 


The senator thought there should be a 


de-claration of policy now, On this point 
he said: "If it be wise and statesman- 
like to out'ine our policy as to Cuba be- 
fore the adoption of the peace treaty, 
what reason or logic can the friends of 
expansion give for silence as to the policy 
of our government in dealing with out 
other territorial acquisitions? 


Mr. Clay concluded by calling atten- 


tion to 'General Leonard Wood's state- 
ment before Che military committee that 
it would require 50,000 soldiers for Cuba, 
>and said. In my judgment the acquisi- 
tion and retention of the Philippine isl- 
ands means an army of 150,000 soldiers. 
It means the annual expenses of the army 
will increase from $20,000,000 to $200.000,- 
000. A large standing urmy means that 
the pension list v. ill increase from $5,000,- 
000 to 110,000,000 annually.

as an answer to the misleading news- 
paper articles published on both tides 
of the Atlantic on the death cf Mr. Har- 
old Frederic, the London correspondent 
of the New York limes. 


The lecture was announce d for half 


past three, but when the Postscript re- 
porter entered the hall at 3:35 many 
people were coming away, unable to 
gam admission. Excepting a few rear 
gallery seats, the auditorium was taxed 
to its uttermost capacity. 
On the plat- 


form were many prominent Scientists. 
All told, more than three thousand peo- 
ple were present. 


Ex-Judge Talman. ol Brooklyn, in. 


troduced Mr. Norton, saying that al- 
though he was not, in the proper sense 
of the word, a Christian Scientist, he 
had seen so much good resulting from 
it, both in the community and his fam- 
ily, that be could say only good words 
for it. He bespoke for the lecturer a fair 
and impartial hearing, and then pre- 
sented Mr. Norton, who was enthusias- 
tically received. 


Mr. Norton said, in brief, as touching 


the Harold Frederic case, that the wife 
of the journalist had been healed in 
Christian 
Science, and that while 


Christian Science practitioners were 
called to attend Mr. Frederic, at a crit 
ical point in the case tbo Scientists were i

in this vicinity, speak of the deceased in 
the highest terms, and will pay fitting 
tribute to bis memory.
